The pumps used for pumping this 
eooling water in steel plants are about 
the same type as those used in city 
pumping stations, steam reciprocating 
pumps with compound or triple steam 
eylinders or motor driven centrifugal 
pumps. The usual water pressures are 
from forty to sixty pounds.—Robert L. , 
Streeter in Engineerlug Magazine.
